tor  tlicir  support.  1 his  reasoning  applies 
more  ftroiigl?  to  fiiecp  than  any  other 
frock.  They  are  generally  kept  upon 
high  and  dry  pafrures,  that  are  frequently 
parched  In  summer,  when  fatigue  is  moll 
irksome  to  them.  To  which  we  may  add, 
that  the  fleece  is  not  proportioned,  as  the 
food  is,  to  the  bulk  of  the  animal,  but  to 
his  suiface,  and  a small  ftiecp  having 
surface  in  proportion  to  his  bulk,  niuft  al- 
so h«ve  wool  in  the  same  proportion ; that 
is,  a Iheep  whose  live  weight  fliall  be  6olb. 
and  who  of  course  will  require  but  one 
quarter  of  the  food  of  a Ihccp  that  weighs 
i4olb,  will,  notwithfraiiding  have  halt  as 
much  wool  (if  the  fleeces  arc  equity 
thick)  as  his  gigantic  brother,  the  Me- 
rino has  been  round  in  France  to  be 
as  hardy  as  the  common  Iheep.  At 
bouillet,  they  have  no  winter  leed  but  hay, 
and  yet  thrive  very  well  ; but  what  is 
more  extraordinary,  is,  that  in  Sweden, 
where  the  native  ftieep  are  extremely 
coarse  woolled,  the  Merino  has  been  natu- 
ralized without  having  in  any  sort  chang- 
ed the  nature  or  quality  of  the  wool,  in 
the  term  of  about  thirty  years  since  they 
were  introduced.  '1  hey  have  also  been  so 
well  c ultivated  there,  that  though  the 
sumption  of  fine  wool  has  increased  in 
Sweden,  yet  the  importation  of  Spaniln 
wool  has  greatly  diminiflied. 

My  own  experience  has  convinced  ine, 
as  tar  as  trials  upon  a small  scale  can  do 
so,  that  the  Merino  is  at  leafr  as  hardy  aS 
our  (heep.  In  the  year  i8oj,  1 purchased 
from  the  national  flock,  at  the  vetenerarV 
school  at  Chalons,  two  young  rams  ^d 
two  ewes.  They  coft  me, delivered  at  ra- 
ris,  (five  miles  diftant)  8 lao°-  Charges 
in  getting  them  to  a sea-port,  maintenance 
till  the  Ihip  wTii  ready,  and  on  board, 
(though  the  patriotism  ot  the  captian 
would  not  permit  him  to  take  any  freight) 
brought  them  to  alniofr  double  that  price 
by  the  time  they  arrived  at  my  farm. — 
One  of  the  rams  I spared  to  my  brother. 
The  other,  with  two  ewes,  were  treated 
exadtiy  as  my  other  (heep  ; they  were  fed 
on  hay,  and  had  no  lljcitcr.  1 hey  brought 
me  two  Iambs,  and  llieared  eleven  pounds 
of  walhed  wool,  near  3 i-a  each.  1 he 
The  next  year  the  lambs  came  in  Janua- 
ry, were  negledfed  and  died.  1 he  wool 
was  not  weighed.  Laft  year  one  ot  the 
ewes  was  sick,  and  brought  no  lamb  ; the 
other  dropped  a lamb  i '1  he  five  fleeces 
(from  the  three  old  Iheep  and  two  shear- 
ings) when  wailied,  weighed  i81b.  besides 
the  tags  and  wafte  wool.  The  two  bred 
here,  are  as  fine  Iheep  as  the  imported 
rams,  without  the  smallefr  difference  be- 
tween the  wool  of  the  one  or  the  other. 
Upwards  of  3 i-alb.  wool  will  be  thought 
a considerable  yield  from  small  Iheep  kept 
upon  hay,  in  a flock  with  20  other  Iheep. 
It  equals  the  flock  at  Kambouillet,  and 
exceeds  by  a pound  the  average  of  the 
Spanifh  travelling  flocks.  My  present 
flock  consilts  of  two  full  bred  rams  and 
three  full  bred  ewes,  including  the  lamb 
of  this  year  ; eight  three  quarter  bred 
ewes,  whose  form  and  wool  is  already  so 
like  the  imported  flicep,  that  it  is  difficult 
to  difringuilh  them.  If  any  difference 
exills,  it  is  merely  in  the  wool  on  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  thigh,  which  is  longer,  and 
1 think  not  so  fine  as  that  on  the  full 
bloods.  1 have  also  eighteen  hall  blood 
ewes  and  weathers,  and  about  20  country 
ewes  that  have  run  with  the  Spanilh  rams. 
All  these  Iheep  are  kept  together  ; they 
have  a fried  that  they  can  go  into,  which 
is  open  upon  every  side  but  the  north  and 
north-weft  ; the)  have  hitherto  been  fed 
wuh  hay  only,  though  1 lhall,  juft  before 
they  lamb,  begin  to  give  them  bran  and 
oats,  having  1.0  green  fodder.  If  any 
difference  is  discernable  in  the  flock,  it  is  in 
tavor  ot  the  iVjerinos.  One  circumltance

It  then 
would  be  unpardonable  in  us,  in  our  coun- 
try where  they  thrive  io  well,  to  neglect 
the  propagation  of  them.

domestic  manutactures  that  we  now  carry 
on.  But  what  prevents  our  manutactu- 
ring  not  only  what  is  necessary  for  our 
families,  but  the  general  consumption  ot 
our  country  ?

elegance,  find  the  gratification  ot  t eir 
taste  in  the  products  of  our  own,  rather 
than  of  foreign  looms  ?

TURES. 

The  Merinoes  are  rather  smaller  than 
the  largeft  Iheep  we  raise  on  the  north  of 
the  highlands.  Those  bred  at  Rambouil- 
let  arc  bttter  made  than  those  imported 
dirrftly  fiom  Spain.  'I'he  belly,  checks, 
forehead  and  hind  legs  are  covered  with 
wool  tnat  is  lliort,  curled  and  thick,  and 
theugf.  extremely  white  when  walhed,  yet 
brown  at  the  extremites  when  on  the  Iheep, 
particularly  if  folded  or  kept  on  any  but 
the  clcanell  paliure.  This  is  owing  to  the 
extreme  thickness  of  the  wool,  which  in- 
creases the  perspiration  of  the  animal,  or 
rather  perhaps  to  the  greater  quainity  of 
grease  that  the  wocl  contains,  f.ir  in  this 
circumfr.ince  it  greatlv  d ff-rs  liom  com- 
mon wool,  and  it  is  never  f.iuiid  harfli  or 
dry.  The  woji  on  the  thigh  which  on 
our  flieep  is  harih  and  intermixed  with 
hairs,  in  tlie  Spanilh  Iheep  is  soft  and  fin 
From  the  thickness  and  evenness  of  the 
fleece,  iliC  Oieep  is  guarded  againfr  the 
wet  and  cold  more  erte^lually  than  o-’r 
flieep,  wliose  fleeces  are  looser,  and  whose 
bellies,  after  the  second  r.r  lliiid  year,  arc 
only  nightly  covered  with  hairs  inltead  of 
wool.  .Mr.  Macro  observes,  that  the  mod 
thrifty  Iheep  throughout  the  winter,  arc 
those  that  have  the  tliickeft  and  moil  even 
coats.  '1  he  fleece  is  entirely  free  from 
hair,  which  renders  other  wool  harih,  and 
which  never  takes  the  dye  pcrt'ciftly.  Ha- 
ving procured  sam\  les  of  all  the  wool  that 
could  be  obtained  in  France,  together 
with  the  improvement  made  or.  each  by 
croffmg  the  different  breeds  ot  (h  ep  with 
Spamlli  rams,  1 Hull  lav  them  before  the 
society,  which  will  en.idle  them  to  form 
their  own  judgment  as  to  the  equality.

1 he 
price  of  land  is  comparatively  low  ; oui 
grounds  are  high,  and  well  watered;  and 
our  pafrures  good  : our  common  grafs  is 
of  the  bett  and  richest  kind  ; the  poa  pre 
tensis  and  poa  trivialis  (which  we  call 
fpear  grafs,  and  blue  grafs)  are  the  moll 
nutritious  of  all  grafses.

Siich  men  will  take  a pride  and  pleasure 
in  being  dresied  in  clothes,  whose  softness 
and  pliancy  give  warmth  to  the  body, 
pleasure  to  the  touch,  and  grace  to  the 
wearer.  And  thiy  will  be  doubly  proud 
of  this,  if  it  is  the  produdf  of  their  own 
farms,  and  of  the  induftry  of  their  wives 
and  daughters.  This  is  the  fadl,  we  may 
infer  from  the  quantity  of  foreign  clothes 
that  is  worn  by  farmers,  whose  own  flocks 
might  supply  them  abundantly  with  cloth 
of  an  ii.ferior  quality,  if  they  looked  only 
to  the  waimth  in  their  dress;  and  from 
th*  attention  that  those  among  them, 
whom  economy  or  patriotism  induce  to 
wear  their  own  wool,  pay  to  rendering  tbe 
doth  as  fine  as  the  m.ilerials  will  affinit.

er  from  tbe  British  merchant  than  fine 
ones,  becaufe  the  native  wool  of  England, 
which  ferves  to  make  fuch  cloths,  comes
